I have no intention of pitting down and writing Jimmy all about how you wore 
supposed to have done and didn t do what you, with Bill' strong encouragement and help, 
agreed to do as the very first" thing when we got to "naphta. I had it all put together 
for you, wanted you to ooso up separately on this alone because I was preparing pert 
of the oaae you couldn't and thus eouldji t go to Washington when you came hack for Kurope.
